Asparagus. 


How To Grow AsparaGus SuccEssFULLY.—I think it quite advisable to soak 
the seed in water about twenty-four hours, and then sow to a sufficient depth 
to prevent the seed becoming dry after planting. A very rich and light soil is 
preferable, and thorough culture is necessary. The soil should be stirred very 
deep, and each spring the rows should be thoroughly sprinkled with salt, un- 
less it be near the sea coast. Asparagus makes a splendid substitute for green 
peas, in early spring, and every garden should have a good bed of it. Con- 
over’s Colossal and Shumwavy’s Giant are by far the best varieties, as they can 
be cut for market a year earlier than other varieties. It is advisable to trans- 
plant into rows when the plants are a year old, setting the plants ten inches 
apart, and leave the rows three feet apart to admit of deep culture with a plow. 
The plants should be set so deep that when cutting for market the roots would 
not be disturbed. Use a thin blade butcher knife, and cut the stalk: two to 
four inches below the surface.

Wuat My EXPERIENCE HAS BEEN WITH BEETS.—ASs with most other garden 
crops Beets should have a very rich soil, stirred well to a considerable depth. 
The rows should be marked about fifteen inches apart, and sow about six 
pounds of seed per acre and thin out if necessary. To get an extra early sup- 
ply I would suggest that an early variety be planted in a Hot-Bed or Cold- 
Frame, and when the plants are a few inches high transplant them into a warm 
soil, and you will have Beets to Bunch for market far earlier than those who 
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Savoy Cabbage.

ALL ABOUT BEANS, AND THE BEsT VaRIETIES.—My stock of Beans is pure, 
and true to name.

The Valentine, Early Rachel, Six Weeks and Red-Eye China, are green pod 
varieties, and are very good bearers. The Mexican Tree is a small white Bean 
for field culture, and resembles the Navy Bean. It is so prolific that but one 
or two seeds should be put in a hill. Some growers claim to have raised thirty 
bushels per acre. Beans do not bear very early planting in the open ground, 
as they are liable to rot when the ground is too cold or wet; and I advise those 
who wish to get their crop into the market earlier than their neighbor garden- 
ers, to mix their beans in dirt about a week or two before they wish to plant 
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Nutmeg Muskmelon.

Wuat I Know Axsour Caspaces.—To get early Cabbages it is quite necessa- 
ry to start the plants in a hot-bed, and transplant them into the open ground as 
soon as frosty nights are over, although the plants will usually bear a little 
frost without injury if well hardened before transplanting. 

Many gardeners have tested the sprinkling of salt on the plants while grow- 
ing, and they report that they have found that it was very beneficial, as they 
produced better heads. I think that the Jersey Wakefield and Winningstadt 
is by far the best for extra early, and the early Schweinfurt is nearly as early, 
and is larger, but the heads are not so solid. _ Fottler’s comes in second early, 
and heads well.

The seeds of the late varieties may be sown in open ground in April or May, 
and transplanted in May or June, as the late varieties head best in the Fall, and 
keep best through the winter by heading late. 

It is necessary to always avoid planting imported seed of the late varieties, 
as good heads can only be had from the best American grown seed; hence the 
failure of so many of the Cabbage and Onion seeds which are put up in boxes 
and sold at the stores. By carefully selecting the best specimens of Cabbage, 
with short stems, the seed can be kept pure, and will be sure to produce good 
heads if the plants have good culture. I think that the best late varieties are 
the Stone Mason, Large Drumhead, Premium Flat Dutch, and also the Marble- 
head Mammoth—but the latter requires a very long season to form a good head, 
and they are rather coarse on accouut of the large size.

Wuat Everysopy SHOULD Know about SwEET Corn.—For several years I 
have made a careful study of the different varieties of Sweet, or Sugar Corn, 
and am now convinced that the earlier we get a variety to bear, the less sweet- 
ness there is in the corn. Give Sweet Corn a light, rich soil, and, in order to 
get the cream of the prices for early crop, I suggest to start a quantity in dirt, 
in a warm place, and get it nicely sprouted before planting time, and the cold 
or wet weather would not rot it, nor the wire-worm eat out the chit. Try it 
and you will find that a nice crop of roasting or boiling ears can be had before 
others get any on the market. The Early Minnesota is as good as any for this 
purpose, although my Extra Early and Pratt’s Extra Early are very good. 
Crosby’s Early is a little later, and Moore’s Concord is still later, and the Ever- 
green is the best for late crop, for eating and drying purposes, and is also valu- 
able for cutting up green, to feed to stock.

Wuat I HAVE LEARNED AMONGST THE CUCUMBERS.—To grow Cucumbers to 
perfection there must be great care taken in preparing the soil. It must be 
rich and light, and kept free from weeds while the crop is growing. aaa 

To get an extra early supply I cut sods about three or four inches square, 
and turn them bottom side up in a hot-bed, and on the sods plant the seeds, 
and sprinkle on them about a half-inch of dirt to cover them. When the plants 
have formed two or three of their rough leaves. I would raise the sashes con- 
siderable to harden the plants before setting them out. The plants take firm 
root in the sods, which can be easily raised from the bed and set in open 
ground. It is almost impossible to transplant any of the vine crop successfully 
without growing them on sods or in pots. To get an extra early supply of 
Melons or Squashes, the same method should be adopted as above described. 
In growing Cucumbers for pickles I prefer the White Spine, for a medium size 
pickle, as they are very true in shape, and the color is a beautiful glossy green; 
they turn white when ripe, hence the name White Spine. When small pickles 
are desired, I plant White Spine, Early Frame, Short Green, or Boston Market, 
and pick them before they get very large. For a very large pickle the Long 
Green is desirable.

How to Grow MELONS To GET A GoopD Crop.—As with all the vine crops, 
Melons should be planted in a good, rich, light, friable soil, which can be easi- 
ly worked. Plant about the time that corn is usually planted, in hills six to 
eight feet apart each way. Leave but three or four plants to each hill. To 
avoid plants wilting and drying up, the ground should be loosened well, close 
up to the plants after each rain or as soon as the surface of the ground becomes 
dry, as the forming of crust or the baking of the soil will usually ruin the 
plants or greatly retard their growth. To force an early supply they may be 
started on sods. in a hot-bed, the same way as recommended for Cucumbers. 
For this latitude, I think the most valuable varieties for market are Phinney’s 
Early, Mountain Sweet and Mountain Sprout. The other varieties sell well in 
some markets, but are mostly grown for home use, and are all very sweet and 
delicious. As regards Musk Melons, I think the Long Persian, Improved Can- 
teloupe, and Shumway’s Mammoth will give the best satisfaction for market 
purposes, while the other varieties are very sweet and nice for home use, and 
will sell well where a medium sized melon is desired.

Peas. 


Wuart I. Have To Say asout PEas.—In sowing Peas for market it is best to 
make furrows with a plow about six inches deep and the rows about three or 
four feet apart for the early varieties, and about five feet apart for the late vari- 
eties; which gives ample space between the rows to cultivate. Cover six inch- 
es deep to prevent the drought from checking their growth. Sow as soon as 
the frost is out of the ground, and later for a succession. The early crop can 
be marketed in time to set out late cabbage, cauliflower, ruta-bagas, etc. The 
stock of Peas which I have is perfectly free from bugs, and I never handle 
buggy Peas at any price. The Philadelphia Extra Early, and Carter's First 
Crop are undoubtedly the earliest and best for market, although the Early Kent, 
and Dan O'Rourke are quite as early, but scarcely as prolific in yield. The 
Little Gem, Tom Thumb and Alpha, are very early, but low growing, and well 
adapted to the family garden. The wrinkled varieties are the sweetest, hence 
the delicious quality of the Little Gem and Alpha, For late crop the White 
Marrowfat, Black-Eye Marrowfat and the Champion of England are very desir- 
able. -The last named variety is a blue, wrinkled Pea, very sweet, and a little 
earlier than the two preceding varieties, but not so great in yield.
